Riches, even feparately confider’d,

1. He had none of the Dominions in - 
merica, that is to fay, he had them 
not as any Addition to bis Strength; 
for tho’ it is ttuc, that the Conquett ot 
Mexico by Ferdinand Cortez, was ia his 
Reign, yet che Gain of thole Domini- 
ons Was not immediately brought 


Home, or che Congneft brought to 
oe > til fome Years after- 
wards. 


9. Hehad not the Kingdom of Hurga- 
ria, o¢ the Principality Of Tranfjiva- 
na, thefe were ia the Pol: ffion of his 
Brother Ferdinand, aftecwards Empe- 
ror. 

3. He had not the Kingdom of Bobemis, 
or the Opper and Lower Silefz, 

4. He had not the Dutchy of Milm, 
which was often in Poficfion of the 
French, and at other Times, of Francis 
sfoxzia Duke of Milan. 

sg He had not the Dutchy of Mantua, 
which is falien to the Emperor this laft 
War, the late Dake dying under the 
Ban of the Empire, and the Hoofe ‘of 
Gowzegs being extin@ in him. 


Itistrue, he bad the following Domini- 

cnc, which now they have not. 

1. The United Provinces, aow call’d the 
States General; but they were far 
from being that Powerful People thty 
are now. 

:. He had the Kingdom of Tums and 
Tripali in Africae, but they rather 
weakned, than added to his Power. 


Thus yor have the prefent Extent of the 
Domivioas aa Emperorof Germany thall 
Lave, if the Sranifh Monarchy fhafl be ad- 
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ded if this will aot bring ou over to 
Pe sition, [fhail let you He my doce 
what you may Rationally expeé to Earope, 
and co the Propettant Religion, in theCon. 
fequence of fuch an Exorbitant Great aefs, 
and then will more plaialy appear whe- 
ther Iam talking fur publick or priv,ate Ad- 
vantage. 

I cannot but note here, that I {ee every 
Day Papers full of Schemes for the Partiti- 
on, ean of Projets of Peace; tellin 

ou Preliminaries are Sign’ 
ied the like, sgh atnd 

It iseatie for any one to Form Schemes 
without Doors, and indeed to make a Peace 
for Qs, and the French too, according to 
their own vain Imaginations ; for my pare, 
tho’ { defire to believe my Share of every 
Thing, that carries any probabilty of Truth 
with it, yet 1 am far from believing a tenth 
part of thefe Things; and a long Argu- 
meot publilh’d for Peace, takes a great deal 
of Pains co let us know, the Author of iz 
kagows nothing of the Matter. 

I believe, and it appears indeed, that the 
French have apply’d themfelves to the En- 
glifo Court, to obtain a Treaty of Peace, 
as they did formerly to the Duted: Ic is 
moft natural on fuch Application, to ask 
them what their Mafter will offer, and de- 
fire them to fer their Hands co it, and telt 
them, that having seceiv'd this, we will 
Communicate it toour Allies. 

I can yet fee no more init, nor do I be- 
lieve there has been one W ord of who fhalt 
or fhall not have chis or that Debated ; it 
there has been oo more chan this, then thofe 
boafting Fellows on one Hand, who have 
carv'd out this and that part, for this and 
that State; or chofe frowara People on the 
other Hand, who talk of Clandeftine N:- 
gotiations, are equally miftaken, and oughc 
to deceive no-body but themfelves 
When Clandeftine Negotiations appear 
more plainly, more may be faidto them 5 
or if Preliminaries are agreed on here, with- 
out the Durch, thea I'll Complain as loud 
as my Neighbours; but as to what is done, 
I fee nothiag in it, but Heads of Prepofan 
given in by the Frencb, receivy’d by the rv 
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piftry,-antt Communicated here to the Mi 
niflers of the Allies —--~= Let ‘any Maa. 
tell us what they would have done ——T1 
fee no Rogm to Objeét yet, and Ged for- 
bid we thou 4 ubjeét before-hand-——— IC 
isnot a part-of the Grand Alliance as I fee, 
that none of the Allies but the Dutch, hail 
receiveany Offers of Peace: The French 
are at Liberty to try all the Confederates 5 
if he thioks we will be drawn io, he may,. 
‘and I hope will be miftaken ; Ifhis Attempt 
is made to this or that Branch, ’tisall alike, 
if they do but faithfully Commuuicate the 
Propofals to the Dutch : Thole that fay 
the Prelimisariesare agreed on, muft firft 
fay our Miniftry have Sign’d them to- the 
French; for receiving Prepofals can never 
be call’d. fettling Preliminaries.
